“Health Officials Declare Syphilis 
Outbreak” 
MSNBC Online 

A syphilis outbreak has been 
declared in Los Angeles County after 
18 cases of the disease were reported 
in the last two weeks. According to 
health officials, all ofthe cases involved 
homosexual men. Syphilis can be 
treated with antibiotics, but testing of 
all sexual partners is necessary to stop 
its spread. Syphilis can be transmitted 
during oral, vaginal, or anal sex and 
starts with a single painless lesion. 
Without treatment, the disease can go 
unnoticed for years and then cause 
serious organ damage and even death. 
Local health officials are urging men 
to use condoms and also to limit their 
number of sexual partners. Free testing 
for syphilis and other sexually 
transmitted diseases, is being offered 
by the county public health department 
for the next several weeks. 


“An Improbable Theory on AIDS Is 
Put to the Test” 
New York Times 

Three laboratories in the United 
States and Europe will start testing 
soon samples of an experimental polio 
vaccine tested in the Belgian Congo in 
the 1950s to determine if it was 
accidentally made with chimpanzee 
tissues that could have contained the 
ancestor of HIV. The Wistar Institute 
in Philadelphia made the experimental 
vaccine and has kept drops of it frozen 
since 1957. The tests follow the 
publication of a theory in Edward 
Hooper’s book, “The River,” that an 
oral polio vaccine in the Congo started 
the spread of HIV to humans; however, 
scientists do not expect conclusive 
evidence proving or disproving the 
theory. In part, this is because no one 
«&nows whether the samples being 


tested are the same as the vaccine that 
was actually administered in the 
Congo. The scientists will test coded 
samples, the actual identities of which 
will only be known to the independent 
lab and an independent committee of 
scientists appointed by Wistar. The 
code will only be revealed after the 
study is complete. 


“High Prevalence of Affective 
Disorders Seen in HIV-Infected 
Adolescents” 
Reuters Health Services 

New research from the Children’s 
National Medical Center in 
Washington, D.C., shows a high 
prevalence of psychiatric disorders in 
a group of urban HIV-infected 
adolescents. The study, which 
involved interviews with 34 HIV- 
infected young people ranging in ages 
from 16 to 21, found that over half 
had a previous psychiatric diagnosis 
and that halfhada documented history 
of sexual abuse. The study revealed 
that the teens had a high prevalence of 
major psychiatric disorders, including 
depression, substance abuse, and 
conduct disorder. Theauthors suggest 
that psychiatric disorders could put 
adolescents at greater risk for high 
risk sexual behavior and substance 
abuse. 


“South Africa in a Furor Over 
Advice About AIDS” 
New York Times 

South African President Thabo 
Mbeki recently consulted with two 
American scientists who donot believe 
that HIV causes AIDS, sparking 
concerns that already high HIV 
infection rates in the country will 
continue to climb. Mbeki spoke with 
biochemist David Rasnick and 
Charles Geshekter, a professor of 


African history at California State 
University at Chico. Parks 
Mankahlana, the  president's 
spokesman, explained that Mbeki 
wanted to speak to everyone and get all 
opinions. But Dr. Awa Coll-Seck of 
the United Nations’ Department of 
AIDS Policy in 

Geneva fears that Mbeki’s move could 
have dangerous results. "People will 
reassurethemselves, perhaps, that they 
can continue risky behavior because 
HIV is not the real cause of AIDS," 
Coll-Seck said of the issue of whether 
there is a causal link between HIV and 
AIDS. Most researchers and 
organizations, including UNAIDS and 
the World Health Organization, believe 
the relationship between the virus and 
AIDS has already been well 
established. Rasnick and others claim 
that AIDS is caused by malnutrition 
and recreational drug use. 


"Many Called Unafraid of AIDS" 
Sacramento Bee Online 

The 12th annual HIV and AIDS 
Update Conference in San Francisco 
highlighted the fact that many of the 
people most at risk for HIV infection 
have become complacent about 
contracting the disease, as death rates 
have declined in recent years. Dr. 
Mervyn Silverman, chairman of the 
conference, and others said that news 
of better treatments and a lack of 
emphasis on prevention are 
contributing to the complacency. One 
study found that 87 percent of young 
Americans feel they are not at risk for 
HIV, although 25 percent of new 
infections occur among people 25 years 
of age and younger. In addition, a 
study of 3,000 gay men between the 
ages of 15 and 25 revealed that 41 
percent had recently participated in 
unprotected sex.

Celia Farber, Nicholas Regush and 
Charles Ortleb question virtually 
everything you think you know about 
AIDS-what it is, what causes it, how 
to treat it. For their pains, they've 
been vilified by many AIDS activists 
as liars, fools and the homophobe 
equivalent of Holocaust revisionists. 
If AIDS, as manycatastrophic diseases 
do, has developed an entire belief 
system about it, with its own 
mainstream orthodoxies and true 
believers, these three are definitely 
among the heretics, the apostates. 


The first article Celia Farber ever 
wrote, in a 1987 Spin, was on AIDS. 
Herquestioning of mainstream theory 
made her "Words From the Front" 
column a focus of much anger for the 
next decade. She's nowa contributing 
editor at Gear. Her article “Science 
Fiction", in the March issue, argues 
that bombing healthy HIV patients 
with a "drug cocktail" regimen that 
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includes AZT and protease inhibitors- 
the “Hit hard, hit early" practice that has 
become widespread since Dr. David Ho 
proposed it in 1996-is causing heart 
attacks, strokes, liver failure and other 
problems. Typically, she says, it has 
prompted outrage from AIDS 
"ideologues" who are *deeply wired into 
the pharmaceutical interests"—but it has 
found favor in some surprising circles as 
well. 


Nicholas Regush is a veteran science 
writer who produces segments for ABC 
News and writes a column, *Second 
Opinion," on abcnews.com. His books 
include Frontiers of Healing and The 
Breaking Point: Understanding Your 
Potential for 
Violence. Asa print 
reporter in 
Montreal, “From 
very early on with 
AIDS, Ibeganto see 
that the science was 
not being followed 
very carefully. 
There was a rush to 
judgment on many 
fronts, a lot of 
speculation... I 
smelled a rat from 
the very beginning, 
and kept up with it 
ever since." 
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His new book, The 

Virus Within (Dutton, 261 pages, 
$24.95), is about Human Herpes Virus- 
6 (HHV-6), first identified in 1986 by 
Dr. Robert Gallo (better known for his 
HIV research). HHV-6 seems to lie 
dormant in virtually all of us until 
something triggers it into deadly action. 
Research is implicating it in a number of 
immune-related illnesses-including 
AIDS. The suggestion that it is even a 
"cofactor" with HIV in causing AIDS- 
let alone that it is more likely to be 
involved-has been met with derision. 


Charles Ortleb published New York 
Native from 1980. “ We were the first 
publication todoastory on AIDS, without 
realizing it, in 1980, when this weird 
pneumonia was affecting people”. Until 
it folded in 1996-hounded out of 
business, in part at least, by an ACT UP 
boycott triggered by his outspoken 


contraire views on AIDS. He now writes 
those views in the safer format of fiction 
(ron Peter and The Last Lovers on 
Earth). 


Imet with the three of them last week. It 
was not an accidental grouping: they all 
know and support one another's work. 
Regush, for example, credits Ortleb and 
the Native’s “astounding job” of AIDS 
reporting with educating him early on. 
(“Iwas your typical stupid science writer 
at the time.") Ortleb, seeing what I'd 
written a few weeks ago about Farber's 
article, suggested I read Regush's book 
andagreed to help conduct the interview. 


Celia, what’s the reaction beento your 
article? 
CF: It’s been well- 
received by people I 
would call my 
archenemies, but well- 
received from a weird 
angle. Larry Kramer 
[cofounder of GMHC 
and ACT UP] has sent 
it all over the place, 
saying thisis alarming, 
everybody has to read 
this, Celia Farber’s an 
asshole but she’s right 
about this, I wish 
somebody else wrote it, 
é but she’s right... Some 
X d of the New York 
treatment activists are 
like, this is important, this really made 
us cry-which is the shock of my entire 
career. This has never happened. The 
West Coast AIDS establishment has 
reacted with more typical outrage and 
horror and “This is irresponsible.” 


Let's get right down to it: Does HIV 
cause AIDS? 


NR: I seriously doubt it. I’ve never seen 
evidence to that effect. 
CF: I seriously doubt it too. 


Why, then, do the government, the 
researchers, the entire AIDS care and 
treatment system and the media all 
believe it? 


CF: The world's greatest example of 
mass hysteria. 

NR: I’ve been a medical reporter for 30 
years, and over the years I've seen that

medical science can convince itself of 
almost anything, given the right amount 
of moncy behind it and the right amount 
of politics displayed on behalf of it. I 
think anybody who's a serious medical 
writer today knows full well that the 
politics, the ideologies, the public 
relations interfere vastly with what goes 
by the nameof science. Unfortunately, in 
the case of AIDS, there was a huge rush 
to judgment. It was premature, it was 
badly handled by everyone. Everyone 
jumped on the bandwagon, everyone 
was promised things from the start. It's 
almost impossible to extricate yourself 
once you’vecommitted yourself 
to what I would say isa modern- 
day hysterical fantasy. As a 
reporter, really early on I was 
convinced that people were not 
dealing with the science, they 
were dealing with their own 
careers. A lot of people who had 
mediocre careers were turning 
them into good careers because 
that’s where the money was 
starting to come from. They 
built this huge edifice, strongly 
reinforced by bad journalism- 
journalism that now can't 
extricate itself from this debacle. 
Itwould takea very brave person 
who’s covered AIDS all these 
years, and constantly touted HIV theory 
as the cause of AIDS, to suddenly say 
oops, I think something’s wrong here. 
And I know many science writers who 
just don’t have the guts to look at these 
issues—because they never really looked 
at them from the start. 


But if they’re all wrong, why are 
incidences of AIDS going down, why 
does treatment seem to work in some 
cases-why has the epidemic crested 
and fallen, if they’re all wrong and 
you’re right? Shouldn’t it still be 
spreading like wild fire? 

NR: You're asking a very complicated 
question, and in some ways I would 
submit it’s the wrong question. 


Why? 

NR: Because there’s no such thing as a 
discrete, specific disease. Diseases are 
linked. We don’t have static bodies. Our 
bodies are in dynamic relationship with 
everything around us. There's a whole 
continuum of issues that crop up. For 
example, take Chronic Fatigue 


Syndrome, which many people think is 
really a crock. You take a look at many 
of the things these people experience, 
you'll find a lot of commonality with 
AIDS. Gastrointestinal problems, brain 
problems, a lot of problems that are 
typically categorized as AIDS. Now, to 
call that AIDS is just like calling 
everything Chronic Fatigue. The fact is, 
youcan t separate théin that easily. We're 
talking about categories that are 
preconceived and don’t make a lot of 
sense once you start looking carefully. 


But people are used to thinking of 


specific diseases-there's pneumonia, 
there’s multiple sclerosis, there's heart 
disease, there’s this one and that one 
and there’s athing called AIDS. You're 
saying no. 


CF: There’s an immunity collapse. If 
there’s such a thing, a barrier called the 
immune system, when it breaks down it 
could open the gateway to all sorts of 
illnesses. 


CO: Doyouthink they madea mistake in 
1980, °81, when they defined what AIDS 
is? 

NR: They had no idea what they were 
talking about in those days. They even 
referred to gay men who had this disease 
as “previously healthy,” without any 
understanding or data about the previous 
health status of these men. “Previously 
healthy” based on what medical records? 
People were getting ill, and to simply say 
they suddenly got this virus from hell, 
that they were “previously healthy"-in 
many ways that’s where things really 


started going wrong. 
CO: What they first said was that their 


` T-4 cells [lymphocytes in the immune 


system] were depleted, and that was the 
essence of the disease. 

NR: That's wrong. 

CF: That's murky, because they had never 
previously thought to look at T-4 cells. 
People can have low T-4 cell counts for 
other reasons. But we suddenly put 
enormous focus on T-4 cells and built a 
construct around that. 


So nobody had been tracking T-4 cells 
before. 
CF: No. 


But there was a 
phenomenon everybody 
was jumpingon. Therewas 
an epidemic phenomenon 
in 1980, '81. 

CO: Yes, but there was a 
long list of things going 
wrong with these patients 
immunologically. It wasn’t 
just T-4 cells, it was B-cells, 
natural killer cell problems, 
but they decided to focus 
just on the T-4 cells. 

CF: And say there’s a 
relationship between HIV 
and T-4 cells. 

NR: Which became an easy handle for a 
huge industry to grow around. 

CF: The T-4 testing industry, and the HIV 
testing industry. 

CO: They were looking for a specific virus 
that killed T-4 cells. Had they said it’s a 
disease thatinvolves the B-cells, thenatural 
killer cells, the monocytes, the 
macrophages, they might have looked for 
other viruses. 


Had they been doing that at that point, 

would they have found HHV-6? 

NR: Robert Gallo found HHV-6 in 1986... 

Here’s a virus, he argued then, that, at least 

in the laboratory dish, could kill cells much 
more efficiently and faster than HIV. And 
even then, in 1986, no one wanted to hear 
about it... No one wanted to hear what this 
virus could do. The fact is, as we’ve now 
learned, this virus can devastate every 
component of the immune system. 

CF: I think it’s important to go back to the 
very beginning and see why is it that HIV 
was introduced to the world as the cause of

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Alberta

are against 
Bill 11

No doubt, by now most of you have 
heard about the provincial 
governments’ health care bill -Bill 11. 
And by now, most of you have heard 
that the bill is being hotly contested 
both inside and outside the provincial 
legislature as groups debate whether 
this bill will change the face of 
Medicare. 


Let mestate unequivocally that Alberta 
Liberals are against Bill 11, because 
we see the bill eroding Alberta health 
care, rather than protecting it. The 
government says that this Bill does not 
mean the set up of private hospitals, 
but the Bill does allow for the creation 
of “private, overnight care facilities”. 
Well, if it walks like a duck, and talks 
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like a duck, it is a duck - and ladies and 
gentlemen, this duckisa private hospital, 
no matter what the Klein government 
wants to call it. The only difference 
between what Klein calls private, 
overnight care facilities and hospital is 
the availability of an emergency room. 


The Klein government claims that Bill 
11 will not mean queue jumping. In fact, 
Klein claims that queue jumping will be 
made illegal. Well, I’ve said this before. 
If I can afford to go to a private facility 
for an MRI diagnosis, then I get a 
diagnosis faster, and I get into the line- 
up for corrective surgery faster. That’s 
queue jumping plain and simple. Money 
will buy me the privilege of jumping 
over the people who are waiting for a 
diagnosis at the public level. 


Finally, no one in the government can 
outline the benefits of this bill. The 
Klein government has been incapable of 
proving how this Bill benefits Albertans, 
other than making those who own private 
facilities richer. The studies they offer 
up are from the 1970s (and earlier) and/ 
or excerpts taken out of context from 
reports that in fact do not support private 
or two tiered systems. 


So, who’s against Bill 11? The Alberta 
Medical Association for one. The 
Consumers’ Association of Canada is 
another. Friends of Medicare, the AUPE 
and CUPE - all voices opposed to Bill 
11. Hardly the “left wing nuts” Premier 
Klein has labeled them. These 
organizations represent people from all 
walks that have taken the time to review 
the document, have resisted the 
government truth squads and made up 
their minds on their own that this is a 
Bill that has no merit. 


Klein’s former treasurer and now the 
chair of the Calgary Regional Hospital, 
Jim Dinning has been quoted as saying 
that it’s better to experiment than plan - 
but we've already seen the Klein 
government's propensity toward 
experimentation and it hasn’t been good 


for any of us. We've seen cuts to 
education, to senior’s programs and to 
health care without a plan and all it has 
meant is you and me have to pay more 
for services that used to be part of our 
taxes. Join me in letting the Klein 
government know that enough is 
enough. Stop Bill 11.

Speaking on 
Bill 202

Thank you, Mr. Chairman. I rise to speak 
onBill 202, which I find arather offensive 
piece of legislation that passes the test of 
neither legality nor morality. First of all, 
Bill 202 represents an unacceptable 
intrusionin the jurísdiction ofthe federal 
government. Under the Constitution of 
Canada, legislative power over marriage 
and divorce rests with the federal 
government, not the provinces. The 
Alberta government historically has 
insisted that the federal government 
respect the Constitution and not make 
intrusions into areas that are within the 
provincial jurisdiction. 


The second reason that Bill 202 should 
be defeated is the provocative way in 
which it invokes the use of the 
notwithstanding clause to shield it from 
thechallengeson humanrights grounds. 
This overlooks the fact that the courts 
could strike down this bill onthe grounds 
that it offends the division of powers 
under the Constitution Act. If this were 
to take place, the bill could not even be 
saved by the use of the notwithstanding 
clause. The fact that Bill 202 sailed 
through second reading in this 
Legislature last week shows that this 
governmentand the government caucus 
have learned nothing from the public 
uproar following the introduction of 
Bill 26 two years ago. 


Under Bill 26 the government attempted 
to use the notwithstanding clause to 
limit the lawsuits by victims of forced 
sterilization. Apparently the roar of 
Albertans did not help them to learn 
from the past as we are presented with 
Bill 202, the Marriage Amendment Act. 
There are those in the cabinet who have 
the Premier’s ear who believe that this 
step will close the door forever to same- 
sex marriages. One would really hope 
that this very destructive and offensive 
bill is not being put forward to placate 
and pacify a few. Indeed, it would offend 
many, many Albertans to a terrible 
degree, and this time their roar will be 
definite. 


Discrimination against same-sex 
couples in Alberta statutes should be 
eliminated. The Employment Pension 
Plans Act should be amended to provide 
Spouses in same-sex relationships with 
thesame pensionbenefits asare currently 
available to heterosexual couples. The 
Alberta government should move 
immediately on the nondiscriminatory 
basis to make any necessary changes to 
extend employmentbenefitsto the same- 
Sex partners of its employees. 
Legislation, regulation, and policies 
Boverning the adoption and fostering of 
children should be changed to eliminate 
discrimination against same-sex 
couples. 


To conclude, Mr. Chairman, New 
Democrats both federally and 
Provincially have long opposed 


discrimination and affirmed the 
importance of basic human rights. New 
Democrats believe there is no justifiable 
reason to discriminate against persons 
with same-sex orientation and to exclude 
them from equal rights and obligations 
imposed by law. Everyone has the right 
to be judged on the integrity of their 
character and beliefs, not on the basis of 
personal characteristics, including their 
sexual orientation. Efforts to ensure the 
legal equality of persons with same- sex 
orientation are no different than earlier 
efforts to ensure the equality of women 
and to end discrimination based on race 


or other characteristics.

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A Gay 
Fathers 
Story

At the end of October of 
1998, I became a full-time 
parent. I had been living 
with my partner, Dave, for 
8 years. My son Kerry, who 
was then 9, had been coming 
to visit me twice a month on 
the weekend. Then he came 
to live with us full time. 


What an adjustment! 
Sometimes, it feels that the 
two-bedroom apartment we 
livein is very small and that 
we're always bumping into 
each other’s feelings and 
space. Dave and I had 
always done whatever we 
wanted at home, come and 
go as we wished. We each 
had the other’s full 
attention. Now there is this 
boy living with us, a boy 
whoneedsa lot ofattention. 


I think that any child who, 
all of a sudden, has to live 
in another home is going to 
needa lot ofattention. Kerry 
needs more than most, 
however. He’s a special 
needs child; he has attention 
deficit hyperactivity 
disorder (ADHD) and 
oppositional defiant 
disorder (ODD). 


The ADHD means that he 
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cannot sit down and 
concentrate on schoolwork 
longer than 10 minutes. He 
then needs to take a break. 
Heisalso inaspecial class. 
I spend time with himevery 
night to help him do and 
finish his homework. The 
ODD means that when I 
say black, he says white, 
when I say no, he says yes. 
It is hard to get him to 
cooperate. I know that 
Kerry experiences a lot of 
anger and he has a hard 
time expressing it and not 


a 


turn it against himself. 


Ihave to work hard to give 
him the limits he needs to 
operate and to feel safe. 
Tm a softie, I don’t like 
conflict: I just want people 
to get along. So I had to 
learn to not back down, to 
use consistent rewards and 
consequences and to be a 
parent again. Dave, for his 
part, had to learn to be a 
tolerant stepparent. Itis not 
easy for either of us. Pm 
very comfortable asking for 
help where he’s concerned. 
I'm grateful for all the help 
we're getting from 
professionals and for the 
parenting group for LBGT 
parents, Yours, Ours, Mine 
and Us. 


Kerry has always known 
Fm gay. Because he lives 


with us full time, and 
becauseofhis special needs, 
I’ve had to deal with Social 
Services, CASA (?), family 
doctors, psychologists, 
psychiatrists, teachers, 
lawyers, etc., all of who 
were very comfortable with 
me being gay. It’s never 
been an issue, maybe 
because!’msoup front with 


my homosexuality. 
Sometimes Kerry asks 
questions and I wait for 
him to do so to explain 
things. I’m glad he’s 
learning notto discriminate 
and glad he brings friends 
over. I’ve removed the 
screensaver with the hunk 
and put the calendars in 
our bedroom! We’re not a 
touchy-feely couple, so we 
didn’t need to make 
changes there, but we are 
discreet about our 
intimacy. I think our biggest 
challenge is to find time for 
us as a couple. Between 
Kerry and our different 
schedules, it can be pretty 
tough. 


Even though Kerry’s living 
with us has brought 
challenges, I wouldn't 
change a thing. He brings 
SPORTS 
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me joy; I miss him when 
Im not with him. I'm 
proud of his 
accomplishments. I'm 
happy I have the chance to 
really get to know my son 
and to bring something 
Special to his life. I hug 
him, say “I love you” and 
tuck him in at night. Dave 
has started to get up with 
him in the morning to help 
him get ready for school. 
Because of our strange 
work schedules, by that 
time, I have already left 
for work and, after Kerry 
leaves on the school bus, 
Dave goes back to bed 
because he works nights. I 
knowthis has been difficult 
for Dave. He became 
involved with a single guy. 
I admire him for being 
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willing to try to make room 
for Kerry in our lives. 


The attention we are able to 
give Kerry is paying off. 
He is starting to show more 
emotion and is generally 
more comfortable. He is 
able to be more cooperative 
when asked to do 
something. He can stay 
home by himself for a few 
hours and he goes to my 
parent’s place once in a 
while. He has sleepovers. 
He is starting to express his 
feelings verbally intherapy. 
His progress is real, even 
though it is not the same as 
the progress of another 
child. He tells me he loves 
me and it fills my heart.

AIDS. There was a press conference in 
April 1984 where Robert Gallo, then 
working at the National Cancer Institute, 
and Secretary of Health and Human 
Services Margaret Heckler, stood together 
at the podium and announced, the exact 
words were, “The probable cause of AIDS 
has been found.” And Nick 
mayrememberhow many days 
the world “probable” 
remained in the news 
accounts. 

NR: Not long. 


CO: And it should’ve been, 
“the probable cause has been 
stolen.” 

CF: Right. You see, the day 
before there’d been a big story 
in the Times that the French 
were closing in on theprobable 
cause of AIDS. In 1983 
Frangoise Barre-Sinoussi had 
identified a new retroviral 
entity that they called LAV. 
She’d given it to Luc 
Montagnier [researcher, 
author of Virus], and he'd sent 
itto Gallo and said takea look 
at this. The French had never 
said they believedthis was the 
cause of AIDS. It shocks a lot 
of people when they hear this. 
People think there must have 
been some arduous process of arriving at 
the decision that this virus might be the 
cause of AIDS. There was nothing. Nothing 
other than the French sending it to the 
States, and the U.S. government getting 
up at a podium and saying, "We've found 
the probable cause." There was no peer 
review, no discussion, nothing. The virus 
wasn't even present in 100 percent of 
Gallo's original sample. 

NR: It was present in a very, very small 
amount of his sample. 

CF: And that later became, *Well, maybe 
we didn't know then that it was the cause 
of AIDS, but we know it now." Which is 
an astounding admission. If you didn't 
know it then, why did you say it?

Was there something unique about the 
circumstances that an answer so tenuous 
was leaped on instantly and universally 
as the answer, the magic bullet? 

NR: First, I think it's because it was gay 
men coming down with the illness. This is 
a fundamentally homophobic society, and 
a racist society to boot. My own feeling is 
that if these had been heterosexual men in 
the prime of their lives, there would have 
been more care taken to try to understand 
what had occurred. I'm not gay, so I don't 
have any ax to grind here, but I feel very 
strongly about this... 


CO: Don't you think the announcement 
fhat they had found the cause ended the 
panic of 1980, '81? 

NR: But it also created a further panic 
about this evil virus. Which nobody had 
even defined at this point. Nobody had 
properly defined its genetic structure. No 
one was even able to show it grow. It 
calmed some people, having found the 
cause, but it created huge panic about this 
virus being unleashed. Remember, people 
didn't want to shake the hands of gay men 
during this time. They were avoiding toilets. 
Rumors were flying likecrazy. They created 
a huge panic. And a lot of this, Pm as 
convinced now as I was then, was done for 
the purpose of fundraising-to try to get 


money for research. 


But if this is just the government picking 
an answer and running with it, to the 
detriment of, at the very least, the gay 
community, why did the gay community 
jump on it and defend it to this day? And 
hound Charles Ortleb out of business 
for questioning it? 

NR: Well, it wasn’t just the government. 
The government went with this because it 
was politically expedient to havea probable 
cause, even though they didn’t have any 
proof. You know, proof of causation 
requires a lot of data, and they didn’t have 
that data at the time, but they went with 
it anyway. So they really went out on a 
limb and made a lot of promises. That 
affected the way research got funded. It 
brought ina lot of scientists, all over the 
country, who began getting grant money 
and began feasting. And use that word 
“feasting” not with abandon. I really 
believe that. And when this kind of 
edifice gets built up, it begins to take on 
a powerful credibility. I think that with 
members of the gay community feeling 
the pain of AIDS as much as they did- 
particularly in the early years, when a 
lot of discrimination was also part ofthe 
process-] think this community was 
vulnerable to the huge force of science 
before them. Their own doctors were 
telling them, “You guys have to accept 
that something’s very wrong here. This 
is a virus that’s hitting you, and yeah, 
we don’t have all the data, but we're 
getting it.” They sold a bill of goods to 
the gay community beyond anything 
I’ve ever seen as a medical writer. 


CF: As terrifying as the viral threat was, 
at least it was a construct where you could 
test for it, you could test your T-cells, now 
you can test your “viral load"-there are all 
these ways that people can manage their 
anxiety. And to answer the question of why 
did all these people fall for it, the AIDS 
organizations and so on, the best way Ican 
answer that is to refract back the attacks 
that we tend to get. The most common one 
by farhas been, “What you’re doing is only 
going to promote unsafe sex.” At the time, 
they considered it their revolutionary 
success that they’d convinced everybody 
to use condoms. I’m talking about the 
AIDS industry. 


NR: One thing that interests me is that 
every disease group, every group of people 


who are ill, basically behave similarly. they gave themideology, they gavethem 
They begin to try to coalesce around a playback. So that anytime someone like 


common point, 
whether it's 
heart disease, 
cancer, multiple 
sclerosis, 
whatever. They 
then look for 
funding. They 
then look to 
makecareers out 
of their own 
disease-not 
everybody, but 
there's a real 
patternthere. We 
canforgivethem 
to some extent, 
because I think 
it's just human 
nature to want to 
do that. But with 
AIDS, it got 
exacerbated by 
huge sums of 
moncy that the drug industry began to 
pour into these support groups. They co- 
opted thesepeople very early on. They set 


me would go to 
them, they would 
just give methe drug 
company playback. 
And I would say 
excuse me, but can 
you tell me what you 
think? And I would 
get drug company 
playback. It was 
awesome how fast 
and furiously they 
got co-opted. And, 
to this day, they 
won't admit it. 
That's part of the 
problem. 


CF: They loveto say 
that all this drug 
company money 
they take doesn't 
influence their 
opinions. 


NR: Just like doctors say that taking 
drug company money doesn't create 


This sounds extraordinarily cynical. 
You’re saying that the entire medical 
community has been bought by the 
drug companies. 


NR: It’s not through willful intention. 
These things happen subtly and over a 
long period of time... By and large, 
most physicians intend to do good, but 
the roads to hell are paved with good 
intentions. They don’t read the science, 
for one thing, the ground troops. There 
are thousands and thousands of articles 
poured out all the time. Who’s going to 
read all that? So they begin to respond 
as they do with heart drugs, cancer 
drugs-they simply prescribe. 

CF: And I think most of them truly 
believe HIV is the cause of AIDS. 
NR: Absolutely.

S peaking Of Normal

We live in a violent world. We experience 
that fact on any number of levels: person to 
person, nation to nation, majority to 
minority, as physical or emotional or sexual 

. it’s there, and it’s not going away. 
Violence is the solution, violence is the 
language to use to be in control, violence is 
the way people use to be in charge, or to get 
their way. Violence is the way we get 
noticed. A lot has been said and written 
about the reasons why this is, but no one 
really knows. Personally, I think it comes 
down to the notion that we do things this 
way because we can. Despite some good 
intentions, our social sanctions are so 
minimal that they are generally irrelevant. 


As individuals we experience violence in 
one of two ways: as a participant (either on 
the "giving" or "receiving" end) or as an 
Observer, a witness. Such experiences can 
run the gamut from gay-bashing or sexual 
assault to a horrendous accident to child 
sexual abuse to ongoing adult emotional 
abusetobeing a Canadian Peacekeeper and 
having to see unimaginable horrors done to 
children. Some of us experience violence, 
either as an observer or a participant, and 
have few serious ongoing residual impacts. 
Others, however, have similar experiences 
and experience long lasting after-effects. If 
you have experienced a violent incident of 
any kind, and three months later you are 
still having nightmares or flashbacks, or 
your anger is increasing or your sleep is 
disturbed, or you're experiencing any 
difficulty in functioning as well as you 
would feel you should, you likely have 
developed what isknownas Post Traumatic 
Stress Disorder (PTSD). 


Now I am not one to use these medically 
oriented, diagnostic labels very readily. 
There have been, and continue to be, huge 
fights about labeling in lots ofcontexts, and 
sometimes ] am on the side of those who are 
against such things. Sometimes, though, 
havinga label helps: not to make light of the 
subject, but I like to know if it really is 
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raspberry jam in the jar and not strawberry. 
And when I am seriously troubled, I want to 
know how to name my experience: if I can 
do that, if I can find some beginning words, 
a place to start, then I’m freed up to find 
other possibilities, other ways of being. To 
look atit another way: beginning to identify 
the problem usually takes away the sense of 
“Tm losing it, Pm hopeless, I’m a freak”. 
Remember finding a name for your love of 
your own gender? Sometimesa label is very 
freeing ... 


The disorder can often be identified by 
behaviours that consistently show up in 
people who've been traumatized. In my 
experience, there are three broadly defined 
types of such behaviours. The first might be 
described as numbing, as trying to avoid 
feelings associated with the trauma. We 
may abuse alcohol or drugs, work long 
hours tokeep ourselves distracted, dissociate 
frequently (separate our emotional selves 
from our bodies), Wemay become more and 
more isolated (don’t want to go to movies or 
to parties or even out for coffee in case we 
get triggered); we may not walk in certain 
areas. In other words, we act to protect 
ourselves from being reminded of the 
traumatic event. 


Asecond type of behaviour shows up as the 
old events continually demanding our 
attention. We have nightmares, flashbacks, 
hallucinations, the sight of a picture of 
children may “reduce” a strong soldier to 
instant tears; the sound of a certain song 
may overwhelm us with fear; certain 
touching may recreate the experience of a 
sexual assault. These images and memories 
come upon us suddenly and without our 
willing them, or being able too readily stop 
them. 


A third scenario sees hyper-arousal take 
over. We startle remarkably easily; we 
interpret casual gestures as threats (for 
example, we jump when someone raises 
their hand toreach fora pen); rage takes over 
at the drop ofa hat (our child asks a question 
and we feel we are going to explode with 
anger). People stay away from us out of fear 
and confusion and we are glad to be left 
alone. 


The sense of hopelessness and/or 
helplessness that results from experiencing 
any of these behaviours contributes to what 


Irefer to as ‘beliefshock’. Ournotions of the 
world as areasonable, safe place are violated, 
shattered; we do not seem to be able to re- 
invent our beliefs, but instead feel trapped in 
our trauma. It’s as if those experiences say “I 
am in chargenow, I call the shots, and to hell 
with how you want your life to be.” There 
does not seem to be a sense of purpose, or a 
sense that life will ever be the same. This is 
also part of PTSD. 


Further: other life experiences may be built 
on the basis of beliefs that arise from an 
experience of violence ... when we are 
traumatized, often we start to believe that 
the world is a dangerous and unsafe place. 
This sometimes produces a kindling effect, 
as other traumas pile on top of this already 
damaged base and may eventually become 
overwhelming. As a result, sometimes a 
seemingly minor event sets off a “trauma 
response" years after the original incident: a 
woman has a car accident and the person 
whohit her car wears the same after-shave as 
the man who had sexually abused her when 
she was a child. Up until that moment she 
has no conscious memory of the abuse and 
then suddenly there she is, terrified. 


This ali may sound pretty glum, but the 
reality is that healing does happen. And no, 
you don’t have to ‘ go back into’ the original 
trauma to heal from it: there are ways of 
working with these pains that do not in 
themselves create new pain in the process. 
Techniques such as hypnosis, EMDR (a 
specific set of skills used in trauma related 
work to speed up and amplify the healing 
process), cognitive approaches to deal with 
the belief shock. All of these, and others, 
combine to heal the damage, restore a faith 
in a hopeful future, and establish beliefs 
about more possibilities in life. None of this 
means that history will be revised, and we 
will live as though the violence never 
happened: that is amagical way of believing 
we all engage in from time to time, but 
unfortunately things don’t usually work that 
way. What it does mean is that we can find 
a way to own our memories, our pasts, and 
our experiences, without their continuing to 
traumatize us. We find a way to move on, 
and not remain stuck. We re-connect with 
hope... one ofthe strongest weaponsagainst 
the impact of violence we’ve got.

The Continuing 
Arguments on 


Oral Sex

It seems that the dialogue 
continues. Recently two 
arguments in direct opposition 
to one another and from 
different parts of the world 
arrived at HIV Edmonton 
around the “dangers” and 
“merits” of oral sex. HIV 
Edmonton has taken the 
approach that we do not want 
to be involved in health 
promotion campaigns that 
promote scare tactics; nor do 
we wish to be involved in 
campaigns that continue to 
treat gay male sexual activity 
in a negative light. We are 
submitting both articles as part 
or our endeavour to provide 
the information necessary for 
gay men and all populations 
to make healthy decisions 
about their own sexual 
activities and lifestyles. A bit 
of “Oral Sex 101” is added at 
the end of this article to help 
each ofus decide for ourselves 
where we place our own risk 
level. 


Oral Sex: Study 
Reveals Risks for 


HIV Transmission 
Source: Kaiser Daily HIV/ 
AIDS Report 


The risk of contracting HIV 
through oral sex is higher than 
experts previously thought, 
according to the most definitive 
study to date on the subject. 
Recently, researchers presenting 
at the Seventh Conference on 
Retroviruses and Opportunistic 
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Infections said that in a study 
of the possible modes of 
transmissionamong 102 newly 
infected gay and bisexual men, 
8% ofthose infections resulted 
from performing, unprotected 
oral sex (Sternberg, USA 
Today, 2/2). The researchers, 
from the Centre for Disease 
Control and the University of 
California-San Francisco, said 
that while some reports of oral 
transmission have cropped up 
inthepast, new diagnostictests 
allowed them to pinpoint the 
time of infection (Haney, AP/ 
Charlotte Observer, 2/2). 


Taking "great pains" to 
determine the mode of 
infection, researchers used 
medical records, interviews 
with the men and, when 
possible, interviews with their 
partners. Although many 
health officials have suspected 
oral sex could pose some risk 
of HIV transmission, some 
researchers were surprised at 
the magnitude of their results. 
"It was higher than we 
expected. This may be a 
significant way that men who 
have sex with men get 
infected,” UCSF researcher Dr. 
Frederick Hecht said. He noted 
that while "there's a lot less 
unprotected anal sex than there 
was a few years ago ...there 
hasn'tbeenthesamereduction 
in unprotected oral sex, which 
has probably become an 
important mode of 
transmission." However, he 
noted that engaging in 
unprotected receptive anal sex 


is 100 times more likely to 
transmitthe virus (USA Today, 
2/2). 


Dr. Ronald Valdiserri, deputy 
director of the CDC's HIV 
prevention center, said, “its 
certainly sobering news. We've 
known ... that there was a risk 
of HIV transmission through 
oral sex. Of course scientists 
indicated that they thought it 
was a much smaller risk 
compared toanal or vaginal sex” 
(Fox, Reuters/Contra Costa 
Times, 2/2). He added that oral 
transmission does not require 
open sores or bleeding gums as 
*[t]iny nicks and abrasions 
probably could give a portal of 
entry to the virus.” 


Not Just Gay Men 


Valdiserri expressed concern 
for teens and young adults 
who engage in oral sex 
because they believe it poses 
no risk of AIDS. “Not just gay 


men have oral sex. We need: 
tobe sure that young people, 
many of whom practice oral 
sex as an alternative to 
vaginal sex, need to 
understand there’s a risk 
here, “he said (Knox, Boston 
Globe, 2/2).Dr. Helene 
Gayle, the CDC’s AIDS 
chief, said, “We know that 
the only safe sex is total 
abstinence or sex with a 
mutually monogamous, non- 
HIV-infected partner. 
Everything else has some 
degree of risk.

Neurosis

There'sa darkerside recently 
discovered to my favorite 
activity, a side so far past 
tragic that even 
‘catastrophic’ seems an 
inadequate description. It's 
abar, sooneexpectsa certain 
amount of substance (ab)use: 
alcohol, cigarettes, and a 
variety of etceteras that need 
no specific identification. In 
moderation, the highs, the 
lows, the numbness can be 
fine, butthere reachesa point 
where the substance seems 
to take control. 


If you're at the bar often 
enough, you can see the 
effects. Bloodshot eyes ringed 
in black. Slack expressions, 
dulled perceptions. People 
aging before their time. 
People dying before your 
eyes. They’re GOOD people, 
with talent and potential, 
with their whole lives ahead 
of them. Some nights, it 
seems painfully obvious 
those lives will be cut short. 
Some nights, it’s all you can 
do not to cry. 


Imnottalking about getting 
drunk once a week. I’m 
talking about being unable 
to be at the bar without a 
cocktail (or six) in hand. 
About twitching at the 
thought of scoring that next 
hit. About waking up long 
enoughto shower, shave, and 
get to the bar in time for a 
happy hour breakfast. 


But it’s such a pleasant 
addiction right? The lowering 
ofinhibitions, thedancing like 
no one's watching, that 
numbness needed to forget 
that childhood dreams and 
adultambitionsare remaining 
unfulfilled as you buy that 
next jug of draft. And so what 
if more and more often you 
end up passed-out next to no 
one, unable to remember 
anything after that last shooter 
sale? So what if the debts are 
building up because Power or 
Gas or Food aren’t as 
important as tomorrow 
night’s highballs? So what if 
you decide to drive home 
drunk so that your cab fare 
can buy you another two 
cocktails? 


Try just sitting sober at the 
bar one night. Watch the 
peoplearrive, shinyand happy 
and full of life. Watch them 
trade that happiness fora 3.50 
highball (2.75 from 7 - 9).

The AIDS epidemic among men who have 
sex with men would be much larger if 
transmission of HIV through oral sex was 
as common as a US study has suggested. 
So says the Western Australian AIDS 
Council, which believes the study, released 
in California last month takes a large leap 
of faith. As reported in the last issue of 
WSO, the 7th Conference on Retroviruses 
and Opportunistic Infections was told that 
a study of gay men in San Franciscorecently 
infected with HIV-1 suggests that in about 
7percent of cases, the virus was transmitted 
during oral sex. Dr. Frederick M. Hecht of 
theUniversity of California, San Francisco, 
and colleagues there and at the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) in 
Atlanta, Georgia, evaluated 122 individuals 
whowere diagnosed with recently acquired 
HIV-1 infection between June 1996 and 
June 1999. 


Upon further evaluation, and elimination of 
cases in which HIV-1 transmission may 
have occurred through another means, 
Hecht's group classified eight cases (6.6%) 
as likely due to oral HIV-1 transmission. 
The WA AIDS Council's Peer Education 
Manager, Graham Brown, said oral sex had 
always been considered to carry some risk 
oftransmission. The likelihood of infection 
was extremely low, however, with only a 
handful of cases proven. “This recent USA 
study makesa big leap of faith claiming that 
because 6.6 per cent of a small study of 122 
men, said they felt they had become infected 
through oral sex that this means 6.6 per cent 
of HIV is contracted it through oral sex,” 
Mr. Brown said. “If this was true, the 
epidemic would be far, far worse than even 
the epidemic we currently face.” A number 


C 


of other studies in Australia, USA and the 
UK which have followed larger cohorts of 
men over time have found no correlation 
with oral sex and HIV transmission. 


The CDC study implied that because 6.6 
per cent of men in a small study said they 
had become infected through oral sex, then 
8 percent of the thousands of gay men living 
with HIV contracted it through the same 
means. “Following a group of men over 
time who only have oral sex, and observing 
the outcome, is a far more reliable indicator 
of relative risk than post-hoc self reported 
risk factors, Especially in a country where 
there is a high level of stigma involved in 
admitting to unprotected anal Sex," said 
Mr. Brown. 


The Australian Federation of AIDS 
Organizations described the research as 
inaccurateand flawed and slammed alarmist 
media coverage of the report. Men at the 
most risk of contracting HIV are those who 
engage in receptive anal intercourse without 
a condom. 


"Oral Sex: 101" or 
Fellatio in Plain Language. 


-Themost commonly held theory on fellatio, 
(giving head, sucking/licking, blow jobs), 
or male to male oral sex is this is one of the 
reduced risk or theoretical risk sexual 
activities. Though the above arguments 
present conflicting reports of HIV infection 
as a result of exposure to semen while 
giving head, the statistics must be considered 
relatively low compared to other areas of 
transmission, ie anal sex, vaginal sex, and 
intravenous drug use. In fellatio the receiver 
is at less of a risk than the sucker/licker. 
That said, no oneis going to tell you sucking 


is completely safe, nor is anyone going to 
tell you to abstain entirely. The choice is 
yours and yours alone. 

-A more awaking reality focuses on the 
substantial risks arising from other STD’s 
suchas syphilis, gonorrhea, herpes, hepatitis 
B, and chlamydia that can be transmitted 
through unprotected (without a condom) 
oral sex. 

-Never take a penis in you mouth if you 
have opened sores, lesions or fresh dental 
work. If HIV is present in the blood stream, 
it will be in pre-cum and semen. If you have 
open sores in the mouth or throat, there is a 
greater possibility that the transmission of 
the HIV virus can happen through these 
areas, 

-Never take a penis or any body part into 
your mouth or other body cavity that is 
obviously irritated/abrased/lesioned or just 
plain unhealthy looking. 

-Don’t participate in giving head 
immediately after brushing your teeth, 
flossing, or using a toothpick. The irritated 
gums are sensitive and could be damaged 
by the constant and continuous intrusion of 
an invading penis (the recommended 
waiting time is 30 minutes). Never give 
head immediately after dental work, (as if 
you could with a frozen mouth). It is 
important to wait until the dental work 
(particularly extraction or dental surgery) 
is completely healed. 

-A hazard of prolonged, rough (deep 
thrusting), and repeated (with the same or 
multiple partners) oral sex is the possible 
damage to your mouth and the back of the 
throat. The tissues may become irritated, 
and more permeable, thereby increasing 
the risk of infection. 

-Avoid taking ejaculate (cum, sperm, etc.) 
into your mouth, and if it gets in there, spit 
it out.

16" and 17" century gabled 
homes offer scenery that is both 
awe-inspiring and unique. 
Restaurants and cafes are 
plentiful, and the shopping is 
consideredto beexcellent. And 
with pretty much everything 
located within walking distance 
of it’s center, Amsterdam is a 
perfect city for those that want 
to see it all at a leisurely and 
relaxed pace. 


Amsterdam boasts four gay 
areas throughoutits boundaries. 
The first and oldest of these is 
Kerkstraat. You will not find a 
lotofnightlife in this area. Itis, 
however; where you will find 
the majority of the cities gay 
hotels. The two more trendy 
gay areas are 
Reguliersdwarsstraat (sorry, it 
took me a while to pronounce 
too!) and Amstel.

The parade will be unlike 
the traditional pride parade, 
consisting of a route on solid 
ground, The parade, instead, will 
floatdown the cities canals. Other 
planned activities include sports 
competitions, an open air film 
festival, and, of course, several 
street and disco parties. The 
official pride party will be the 
White Party, which, true to its 
name, has a dress code of white. 
The festivities will finish up with 
an open-air party set around city 
hall.

If you will be in Amsterdam on 


‘November 3" and 4", you will 


want to check out Amsterdam 
Leather Pride. This celebration 
boasts Europe’s biggest leather, 
rubber and fetish party. 


Most people visiting Amsterdam 
prefer to do their sightseeing by 
foot or by bicycle. As pretty much 
everything is within walking 
distance, walking is a feasible 
option. Remember, however; to 
use common sense in regards to 


your safety. Bicycles will be 
seen almost everywhere you go. 
They are available for rent in 
several locations, including the 
rail station. Bicycle lanes are 
separate from traffic lanes, and 
are clearly marked as such. 
Remember that these lanes are 
not for walking, and bikers can 
be somewhat uncourteous to 
those that choose to use them as 
such. Besureto bring raingear, 


as it can be very cold and wet 
throughout the year. 


Those that want to see the rest of 
the Netherlands may want to 
purchasea HollandRail Pass. It 


is probably the most economic 
and simple way to see the 
country. The scenery from the 
train is fantastic, with views 
of flowers, windmills and 
coast.

hours before killing himself. 


"I'm a failure as a father,” 
Fenrich yelled at cops before 
firing a bullet into his head. 
“Shoot me, shoot me. What 
are you waiting for?” In plot 
line out of a dark, twisted 
thriller, Fenrich's life started

unraveling 20 hours 
earlier and 50 miles west, 
whena mantaking a walk 
in Alley Pond Park in 
Bayside, Queens, found a 
big blue plastic tub, police 
sources said.

The bones 
had not been positively 
identified last night, police 
said, and the acid damaged 
the enamel of the victim’s 
teeth, preventing a dental 
match. Still, cops have little 
doubt they are Steen 
Fenrich’s remains, the

sources said. When 
detectives told John Fenrich 
late Tuesday night that they 
had found Steen’s body, he 
pointed the finger at his 
stepson’s gay lover, saying 
the two “had a fight,” a 
source said. But both the 
boyfriend and one of Steen 
Fenrich’s best friends told 
police they should look at 
the father, police said. At 5 
a.m., John Fenrich, who was 
white, called a producer at a 
Long Island cable television 
station and threatened to kill 
his wife, Wanda, who is 
black, and their other son, 
John David, 15, police said. 
Cops had suspected Fenrich 
was his stepson's killer, and 
not just a grief-stricken 
parent, because he knew 
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undisclosed details about 
the grisly discovery. He 
told the TV producer that 
his stepson had been found 
“all chopped up” - but 
NYPD detectives never 
told him the body had been 
dismembered, police 
sources said. As cops 
pulled up to the brown- 
shingled split-level home, 
Fenrich scrambled up to 
the roof waving a rifle and 
ahandgun. As his wife and 
son escaped, Fenrich fired 
in the air several times and 
kept the neighborhood 
hostage for hours, police 
said. Arman Shagholami 
raced home after hearing 
about the standoff

Becoming Ourselves 


Butch, Femme and 


In-Between 


By Shawn Mooney 


My eighty-year-old 
Grandma just got back from 
a cruise down the Panama 
Canal. While on board the 
ship, she had her hair done 
and she couldn’ ttell, at first, 
whether the high-voiced, 
flamboyant, fine-handed 
hairdresser was male or 
female. Grandma 
eventually deduced that it 
was a man. She didn’t care 
in any judgmental way, 
probably because she 
accepts me—her not-too- 
terribly-masculine gay 
grandson. Instead, she was 
rather fascinated by the 
stylist—who did such a 
fabulous job on her hair. 


There are oodles of queer 
stereotypes, but those 
involving gender are the 
most controversial. Many 
of us expend a lot of energy 
convincing straight folk that 
the men of our tribe are not 
all femmes, the women not 
all diesel dykes. Of course 
that is true, but what about 
those in our community who 
are wired that way? This 
has long been my concern 
about the haste to distance 
ourselves from queer 
cliches: our insistence too 
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often translates into 
intolerance for gender 
nonconformity in our own 
community. In over- 
emphasizing a valid point — 
thatstereotyping ofany kind 
is harmful—sometimes we 
throw the baby out with the 
bathwater. 


I remember a line from the 
coming-out speech I made 
to my college friends 
in 1986: “This is not 
about me wanting to 
wear dresses; yes, I 
am gay but I am not 
that way.” Fourteen 
years later, I am still 
not into cross- 
dressing but I have 
come a long way 
towards accepting the 
blend of masculine 
and feminine energies 
that make up my 
personality. 


We swallow the rules 
of society early on, 
including those about 
whatis appropriateto 
our gender. Coming 
out is a soulful—at 
times — painful— 
process precisely 
because we have to bring a 
lot of that early stuff back 
up, chew on the so-called 
rules, and decideanew what 
is appropriate. 
Complicating this process 
of taking responsibility for 
our own lives is a tricky 
psychic mechanism called 
"projection" — whereby 
whatever I refuse to accept 
about myself I see and 
condemn everywhere 
around me. Homophobes 
project onto us queers all 
the time—at bottom, that's 
what homophobia or any 
other kind of prejudice is— 
but we also do it a lot onto 
each other. 


In my early days out of the 
closet, I accepted myself 
because I could securely say 
I was not a drag queen; I 
vehemently judged those 
gay men I encountered who 
were dolled up in dresses. 
What a marvelous process 
it was to get to know drag 
queens, to indulge my 
fascination with this crucial 
aspect of gay culture, andto 
begin to enjoy my own 


authentic effeminacy! 


And all these years later, I 
realize how ingrained that 
early socialization is: I still 
occasionally feel a 
momentary but deep-seated 
disgust when I encounter a 
mannish lesbian or a 
mincing girly-boy. The 
difference is that today I 
realize this reaction is my 
problem. "What's more, I 
know that I cheat myself 
out of both self-awareness 
and potential connections 
with people when I 
unquestioningly indulge my 
projections about gender. 
The so-called stereotypical 


gay men and lesbians have a 
lot to teach me about self- 
acceptance. 


Indwelling in all of us is the 
full range of masculine and 
feminine characteristics. 
This is such an elemental 
truth that I would go so far 
as to say that ascribing 
certain qualities toone gender 
or the other is silly. When 
we refuse to accept qualities 


within—or in other 
people—that are 
traditionally ascribed to the 


opposite gender, we miss 
out, big-time. The journey 
really begins when we 
explore our prejudices and 
turn-offs—not as excuses 
to condemn folks out there 
in the world—but as clues 
to that which remains to be 
embraced within.

“The HIV - Negative Gay Man”, 
Developing Strategies for Survival and 
Emotional Well-Being. 

Edited by Steven Ball, MA, MSW, 
ACSW; The Harrington Park Press 
(1998)

Steven Ball has assembled in this book, 
a selection of articles by a number of 
Programmers, Academics and Health 
Promoters primarily from New York 
City on "Developing Strategies for 
Survival and Emotional Well-Being". 


The forward, by author and private 
therapist Michael Shernoff, MSW, 
describes the essence of community 
development in the post HIV crisis of 
the new millenium. Of prime concern 
is the development of networks and 
strategies to help HIV - negative men 
cope with their survival status. He cites 
authors like Walt Odets of *In the 
Shadow Of the Epidemic" who urges 
the replacement of AIDS Service 
Organizations by re-threading our 
communities with the support systems 
needed to bring gay men into some form 
of psycho-emotional focus as sexual 
beings with positive attitudes around 
healthy sexuality. 


The book is broken down into three 
sections, Personal Perspectives in which 
the essaysoutline the issues surrounding 
"coming out" in the AIDS era, the 
hardships and challenges of spreading 
gay wings in a war zone; and an AIDS 
Educator's seroconversion, a tale of 
knowingbetterbut forgetting the lesson. 
The second section presents a few 
clinical models addressing approaches 
to education and consultation that 


provide support for HIV - negative men 
in time-limited group involvement. 
Interestingly, an article on utilizing 
seronegative men to facilitate groups on 
staying negative presents a variety of 
challenges on the ultimate transfer of 
identity with the group participants and 
the internalizing of individual feelings 
around the facilitators’ own negative 
status. 


In the final section, entitled “Concepts 
and the Future", the articles deal with 
the de-rationalization of old messaging 
strategies in lieu of a dialogue that 
addresses social-behaviour and 
naturalizes the concept and principles of 
queer theory and the normalization of 
sexual identity. 


This is a good read for anyone who 
wishes to be involved in community 
building with gay/bisexual men in the 
post AIDS crisis. It isalso an important 
readto anyone who hasquestions around 
their place as HIV-negative men in a 
socially complex, if not underdeveloped 
system of community values and future 
aspirations.
